War department expenses, in 1879, were $40,-

$2.273 223 46 in 1862—the lowest amount in any 
year since 1856—to $8,384,656 72—the higbest 
since 1856—in 1875, and $8, 206,109 08 in 1879, 
against $5,945,457 09 io 1880. 

‘The receipts from the sale of public lands, in 
1879, were $924,781 06, and in 1880, amouated 
to $1,016,606 60. 

The Treasurer of tho United States issued ou 
the 18th inst, $242,000 in registered 3.65 bonds, 
in exchenge for Board of Audit certificates of the 
District of Columbia, This is the first issue of 
this class of bonds authoriz:d under the law pass- 
ed by Congress on the 16th of last Jane. 

Ao erroneous impression exists in regard to the 
amount of the 3.65 District bonds authorized to 
be issued by Congress at the late session, The 
bonds now being printed are not a new loan, but 
intended solely to take up the board of audit cer- 

’ tificates aad pay off the jadgments of the Coart 
of Claims bereafter to be given, The total amount 
of bonds to be issued now cannot exceed $1,25),- 
000, of which amcunt abont $750,000 will be ased 
to take up the board of audit certificates. Con- 
gress bas limited the total issue of 3.65 bonds to 
$15,000,000, of which about $13,750,000 were is- 
sued from 1874 to 1876, aod of this sem upwards 
of $250,000 bave been purcdased back for the 
sinking fund by Mr. Gilfillan, the treasurer of the 
United States, who is the commissioner of the 
sinking fand under the law, 

Io the Bankers’ National Convention at Sara- 
toga, on the 18tb inst., a paper was read from 
Hon. John Jay Koox, comptroller of the curren- 
cy, giving by geographical divisions the capital, 
the deposits, and the total number of public and 
private bavkiug establishments in the Union io 
May and Jane, 1879. It shows that New Eng- 
land bud 1,080 bank, $175,260,000 capital end 
$510,890,000 deposits; the Middle States 1,920 
banks, $245,980,000 capital and $925,680,000 de- 
posits; the'Southern States 670 banks, $64,320,- 
000 capital and $84,950,000 deposits ; Western 
States and Territories 2,690 banks, $170,920.000 
capital and $372,000,000 deposits. Similar sta- 
tistics for the present year are in course of prep- 
aration. The losses of the national banks in the 
chief cities for the six months ended March 1, 
1880, were as follows: Now York, $1,254,820; 
Boston, $648,327 ; Philadelphia, $151,638 ; Pitts- 
barg, $146,404; Baliimore, $142,318; New Or- 
leans, $43,970—the aggregaie being one-third 
less than for the two previous year. Of thess 
losses $1,208,521 was on account of depreciation 
in the premiams upon United States bords held 
by the banks, chiefly bonds which were about to 
mature,

suslaw, The names of the owners of the . 
140,000 registered gar ere on the books of the 
Treasury Department, and ia their case nothing 
will be sought beyond their present residences, 
Nothing, however, is known at the Treasury De- 
partment about thu owners of the $500,000,000 
coupon bonds, and to ascertain theic names aad 
residences will be a herculean undertaking. It is 
thougbt that with the aid of New York bankers 
they may be approximately obtained, Secretary 
Sherman will, it is understood, detail Treazury 
clerks to do all the incidental work in the depart- 
mect,. preferring them to ceosus clerks. 

The proposals to sell bonds to the Government, 
yesterday; aggregated $6,823,300, of which the 
Secretary of the Treasury accepted $2,500,000 at 
102.45 for series of 1880, 104.76 to 104.85 for se- 
ries of 1881, and 102,69 to 102.78 for 5s of 1881. 

Governmect bonds and choice Railroad invest- 
ments are strong; State bonds at the board were 
steady ; and Railroad shares, compared with the 
quotations of the previous week, have advanced 
in price.

A reference to the fifth annual report of the 
company, dated Aug. 8, 1876, page 10, shows that 
on June 1, 1875, the cumalativée interest-bearing 
debt of your company was $22,424,853 57, and 
that your company bad on that date but 324 miles 
of road constructed and in operation. 

At the close of the last fiscal year, May 31, 
1880, the debt was but $19,694,846 74, and sour 
company had 444 mil*s of road, well constructed 
and fuily equipped ; $3,177,000 being income and 
land gtant registered boods without coupons, 
showing tbat during the last five years, under the 
reorganization scheme, there has been a reduction 
in indebtedness of $2,730,006 83, with an addi 
tion to your railway property of 120 miles of well 
constructed and equipped road, 

Under the plan of reorganization adopted io 
1875, $10,093,000 first mortgage constractior 
bonds of your company, part of ao authorized ir- 
sue of $40,000 per mile, with about $850,000 of 
accrued interest, have been called in, canceled, 
and destroyed, and the mortgage satisfied of re- 
cord, Also, $9,956,000 of ths land grant bonds, 
with accrued interest coupons exceeding a mil 
lions of de}lars face value, have been brought io, 
aod are now on deposit with the Trustees of the 
new income and lJand grant mortgage, leaviog 
but $196,000 of that issue outstanding.
